Election/Restrictions

polypeptide sequence that may be essential for the growth or variability of an 
organism, classified in class 435, subclass 7.1. 

III. Claim 3 1 , drawn to a computer program for identifying a nucleic acid or a 
polypeptide sequence that may be a target for a drug, classified in class 707, subclass 
1. 

IV. Claim 32, drawn to a computer program for identifying a nucleic acid or a 
polypeptide sequence that may be essential for the growth or variability of an 
organism, classified in class 707, subclass 1. 

V. Claim 33, drawn to a computer system, classified in class 711, subclass 1 . 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they are 
not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, different 
functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the different 
inventions are methods with different starting materials, method steps and goals. 

3. Inventions III and I are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be shown 
to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the product as 
claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product as claimed can

case the computer program can be based on a different set of operations than the ones outlined in 
the process of Group I, and the computer program of Group III can be used to identify a 
polynucleotide or peptide sequence responsible for aging. 

4. Inventions IV and I are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they are 
not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, different 
functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the different 
inventions are a computer program to identify a nucleic acid or a polypeptide sequence that may be 
essential for the growth or variability of an organism of Group IV and a method to identify a nucleic 
acid or a polypeptide sequence that may be a target for a drug of Group I. 

5. Inventions V and I are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be shown 
to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the product as 
claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product as claimed can 
be used in a materially different process of using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). Li the instant 
case the method of Group I can be practiced with a computer comprising a different computer 
program from the one of Group III. 

6. Inventions III and II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they are 
not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, different 
functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). hi the instant case the different 
inventions are a computer program to identify a nucleic acid or a polypeptide sequence that may be 
target for a drug of Group III and a method to identify a nucleic acid or a polypeptide sequence that 
may be a essential for the growth or variability of an organism of Group 11 
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7. Inventions IV and II are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be shown 
to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the product as 
claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product as claimed can 
be used in a materially different process of using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant 
case the computer program can be based on a different set of operations than the ones outlined in 
the process of Group II, and the computer program of Group IV can be used to identify a 
polynucleotide or peptide sequence responsible for aging. 

8. Inventions V and II are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be shown 
to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the product as 
claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product as claimed can 
be used in a materially different process of using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant 
case the method of Group II can be practiced with a computer comprising a different computer 
program from the one of Group IV. 

9. Inventions III and IV are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they are 
not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, different 
functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the different 
inventions are computer programs using different inputs and producing different outputs. 

10. Inventions III and IV and V are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be 
shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the 
product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product as 
claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In 
the instant case the computer system of Group V can be used to run a program different from the 
ones of Groups III and IV. 
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1 1 . Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

12. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper.
